SYMINGTON: Did you ever hear of Admiral Canaris? 

MecCARTHY: I have heard of Admiral Canaria, 

SYMINGTON: Do you remember who he is? 


MecCARTHY: 1 couldn't give his record, 
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SYMINGTON: For the record, inasmuch as the Cl/ is another 
lifeline to our security I'd like to say that -.dmiral Caneris was a man 
who turned against Hitler and that the chief reason that we succeeded 
ao rapidly in conquering Italy was, from what I've gathered and I'll 
check it for the record and correct myself if I'm wrong, due to the 
efforts of Mr. Allen Dulles, the present head of the CIA, had # tre~- 
mendous ammount to do with it, -- lt saved the lives of the many, many 
American boys, the magnificent job thet the CIA did in establishing 
contact with Mr, Dulles heading the show, as I understand it, with some 
troiters in Germany. 

MeCARTAY: Mr. Symington, there was no C1A at that time. —

we're now dealing in semantics, and I'd like to proceed, The next 
question: Do you think there can be any information contained in docu- 
ments, any at all, in the Executive Branch which the Chairman of this 
Committee should not be entitled to receive if he, the chairman, thinks 
it bears on an investigation he ia conducting? oe 

MeCARTHY: You-agked three or tour queations Senator. 

BYMINGION: I'll repeat. Will the reporter repeat the question? 

McCARTHY: Ihave it all in mind, First, you say that the CLA 
has been responsible for certain activities, and we agree that it was not 
the CLA. You say it is the OSS - you say the CI/ was the successor of 
the OSS. 1 believe that anyone in Washington, including Senator Syming~ 
ton, I believe will agree that the O55 was the most heavily infiltrated 
by Communists of any organization that we've ever bad in this country, 
There is no doubt about it. Now how many of those were blanketed into 
the Cl, I don’t know. But in view of the fact that you brought up the 
question of OSS, | want to make it clear that I am no admirer of the 
Communists in OSS, Now Bill Donovan, who headed that, I think was 
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am outstanding individuel. At the time the 935 was formed, we were 
asing them behind the lines te work with Russia, ao it was only logical 
that there would be « lot of Communiste im the O55. I think it is ex- 
tremely unfortunate, however, that we have blanketed many of those 
Commanists into the CIA, That the Senator knows, the House Committee 
headed by, I believe, it was Mr, O'Keneki, -- I'm aot sure -- pointed 
out thet thet Communists from irmy Intelligence were quietly shifted 
over to CLA. I want to aay, Senator, that I think the worst situation that 
we now have is not in the military, it is in the C1A --
